COLLINSVILLE — Illinois Chamber of Com- 
merce President Lester W. Brann Jr. told area 
dusiness leaders Wednesday that his organization 
will support:# move by Gov. Jim Edgar to extend 
an income tax surcharge.

The chamber will continue to sup- 
port the measures if the funds will continue to be - 
earmarked for education and local governme:

measures; and if the governor continues to sup- 
Port educational reform and property tax relief. 

Brann said that “failure to pass the extension- 
could cost the state over $1 billion.

‘The IWlinois Chamber recognizes the serious 
financial conditions faci the governor arid our 
state,” Brann said. “Wi lieve it would-be fis- 
cally irresponsible at this time to thrust this state 
into an estimated $1 billion budget shortfall by 
not extending the income tax rates that are now 
in-effect_* ; 

‘The extension of the surcharge has not yet gone 
before. the legislature Edgar_has skid he will 
velo it unless it gains a three-fifths majority. 

“T think some agencies are petrified that the 
money that has been coming in will Nea Se 
once June comes,”” Brann said. ‘‘But L do. thi 
that it has the support to get through.”

Parents seek word of wounded son

A Belleville family has experi- 


enced anxiety’ and_frustration-in- 


trying to get information on 
their son, who was wounded 
when his ship hit a mine in the 
Persian Gulf on Monday. ee 
Petty” Officer .Third Class 
James Ford, who was born and 
raised in Belleville, was wound- 
ed when the USS Princeton 
struck a mine in the Persian 
Gulf. Two other sailors were 
hurt as well: 

Ford's parenis, Neal-and Shar- 
on Ford of Belleville, gota call 
from James’ wife, Cheryl, about 
5 a.m. Monday telling them the 
Princeton had hit a mine, Neal 
Ford said. At about 6 a.m., the 
Department of the Navy called 
to tell them their son had been 
wounded. 

The- spokesman said James 
Ford had a concussion and head 
ro clang but was conscious and 
talking. The Fords got a second 
call later on Monday, telling 
them James was in serious con- 
dition, with a guarded prognosi: 


on the HMS Argus, a British hos- 
pital ship. = : 

Still later, they were told he 
was in serious a with a 
good nosis, with an open 
head thee and a fractured knee 
cap. That is the report the Navy 
was, still giving on Friday. 

in, Fords were ne a_ 
hard time getting any solid 
information on their son. What 
kind of head injury did he sus- 
tain? Where would he be going? 

“‘We’re basket cases,"’ Neal 
Ford said Thursday of himself 
and his wife. “We're: thinking of 
the analogy that no news is good 
news, but that runs. thin after 
three days . 

“If you tell me he’s got an 
open-head wound, that could be 
anything from a scratch, to the 
top of your head blown off with 
shrapnel,” he added. 

The Fords got some additional 
information on Friday, with help 
from U.S. Rep. Jerry Costello 
and U.S. Sen. Al Dixon, both of 
whom made inquiries on behalf 
of the family. The family 
received a- cajl Friday saying 
James had been moved to a hos- 


pital on shore for. reevaluation. 

“At least we know where he is 
now,” Sharon Ford said. ‘‘That 
helps immensely.”’
